THE FLEXIBLE TARIFF. 


Most of us thought our troubles in connection with 


tariff legislation wore over when congress adopted 
the flexible tariff law. The row which has been 
raging in the national assembly indicates the issue 


is still acute. 


Th, old system, it was admitted, had been too un- 


elastic. It did not lend itself to changing economic 
conditions. There were tl-nes when the economics o 
the case demanded the tariff be raised or lowered. In 
many instances congress 
was 
not in sess.on and 


would not convene for some months. Because of that 
fact certain industries-were subjected to periods of 
deep depression 
and 
partial 
or almost complete 


paralysis. 
It was generally conceded if there was 


some'fact-finding commission to take cognizance of 
these sharr. and rapid changes in economic condi- 
tions affecting each industry, to formulate findings 
and recommendations, the situation might be cured. 


And then, again, it was conceded the old system 


of tariff legislation was unscientific. The besl which 
congress could do was to arrive at an estimate of 
what should constitute proper schedules. 
Each in- 


dividual congressman did not have the time to make 
an investigation for himself. He had to rely upon 
the information which came to him. and many times, 
this was of the moot unsatisfactory character. 
Be- 


cause of the very strong sentiment for adequate pro- 
tection, congress generally endeavored to err in the 
direction of higher rates. Except for the very brief 
period Of 1914 to 1920, the general tendency of the 
tariff schedules has been upward. 
In those years, 


the world i ar, with the subsequent withdrawal of 
Kuropc from the world markets, made tariff pro- 
tection very largely unnecessary. But from 1S90 on 
through to ]90o, popular opinion was strongly com- 
mitted to the tariff. 
Then came a period of moder- 


ation, followed by the Wilson legislation. The tariff 
legislation under the late President Harding and 
President Coolidge restored the rates to the highest 
basis tills country has seen. It was necessarily high 
because congress wanted to be sure that foreign- 
made goods were shut out. 
Jongress adopted these 


higher rates -frith the 
idea they might be reduced 


under 'the flexible tariff law if they proved more 
than was necessary to accomplish their object.

The dissatisfaction with the flexible tariff, law has 


resulted from the failure to secure'a single substan- 
tial reduction on any article of merchandise of com- 
mon use. 
• _ 


It had heciTa'dopted with the idea that the presi- 


dent, without baiting for congress might write his 
own tariff ticket within a range of 50 per cent of the 
existing duty. In this the president may or may not 
be guided by the tariff commission. He is not com- 
pelled to follow its advice or its findings. Mr. Coo- 
liflgc, for instance, did not reduce the tariff on sugar 
although the commission in 1924, returned a recom- 
mendation to that effect. 


The president has made eleven changes in the 


tariff under the "clastic" section. Nine of them have 
been to incrca.se dutlos. Two oC them have lowered 
existing schedules, including a reduction of from 50 
to "5 cents on "bob-white quail" and a cut of from 
15 to 7 1 - 2 cents on "bran, shorts and hy-product 
foods." 
The benefits accruing from these two re- 


ductions have been negligible. 


Of the hlgl.-r tariffs 
promulgated 
by executive 


order, the most sismifleant, was an increase of from 
60 to SS per cent in the duty on straw hats, an ad- 
vance of from 30 to 42 cents a bushel on wheat, from 
70 cents to.?1.04 per 100 pounds on wheat flour, from 
3 to 4 1-2 cents per pound on sodium nitrate -and from 
4 to 6 cents a. pound on barium dioxide. 


Nor it would not seem unreasonable that in tho 


face of economic conditions which have existed for 
some time, production costs may have been reduced 
1n some lines of industry. If that be the case, then 
tariff rates should have also been reduced to pre- 
serve the proper status. 
As tl.~ law has been ad- 


ministered, the tendency has been In the opposite di- 
rection. 
There have been but two reductions by 


executive decree and in each instance production costs 
had nothing to do with the situation. On the other 
hand where economic factors might be considered. 


WATERWAYS FOR SWITZERLAND. 


Jokes about the mythical Swiss navy may be still 


!r. nolnt. but the idea that the Alpine republic is a 
high and dry territory cut off from navigable com- 
munication with the outer world no longer has a basis 
of fact. From London comes the Interesting informa- 
tion that 230.000 toi.r of freight was handled up and 
'down the Rhine river to and from Basle, Switzer- 
land, in 1924, a still larger tonnage in 1925, and that 
shipping facilities are being constructed there, for a 
muc-h greater traffic this year. 


The new "harbor" at Basle is not altogether a 


recent development, since some few ship.nents by 
water were carried back and forth as far as that 
place even before the world war. It is only iu.the 
last two or three years, however, that the movement 
has assumed any considerable proportions. 


Now Basle sees visii . of becoming a regular 


"port" for traffic moving in both directions, instead 
of functioning merely as the uppeC terminus for boats 
and barges plying- on the ' hine. Plans for a canal 
through Switzerland to connect the upper Rhine with 
the Danube, through Lai- 
'onstance, are incubating. 


If they go through, the importance of Basle as a 
point for water shipment of goods will b 
greatly 


increased. 


In another direction tl 
Rhone river offers an 


outlet by water for S./itzerland. The Rhone drains 
Lake Geneva and flows southward through France 
into the Mediterranean, while the Rhine empties into 
the English channel on the Holland coast. " 's quite 
possible that canal connections could be made between 
these two streams and between both of them and the 
Danube. Thus, the Sv isg would carry on marine 
trade with all of its close neighbors and with the 
outside world. 


AVhat is being done to de.elop waterborne com- 


merce on ,the continent of Europe, even where so 
many difficulties present themsel es as in moun- 
tainous Switzerland, ought to furnish inspiration for 
the United States to develop its great inland water- 
ways where the natural conditions are many times 
more favorable. 


Any European country which possessed such mag- 


nificent rivers as the Mississippi, the >tissouri, and 
the Ohio would long- ago have put them to work 
carryinir products of the adjacent reg' sns to market 
and bringing back supplies which the people need. 
There is no stream on that continent one-fourth the 
size of any of these which is allowed to remain idle. 
The old world nations fully realize the value of Water- 
ways and have supplemented their natural resources 
of that kind with many Interlacing -nals. 


We in this country, on the other hand, have done 


little or nothing- to utilize . ,e great streams that wind 
their way across ur vast domain. As a nation we 
have a long- way to go *o catch up with the insignifi- 
cant little Switzerland when it comes to making: use 
of what nature has given us. 


UNTRUTHS OVER THE RADIO. 


Robert E. Crowe, C "licago -prosecutor, a short time 


ago raided a c. baret in which radio broadcasting was 
going on. 
He. with the officers who accompanied 


him, arrested the proprietor, announcer and a few 
others and intended to prosecute the announcer for 
criminal libel because that Individual had stated to 
the world at larg-e that Mr. Crowe was present at 
the place and enjoying- the program, whereas at the 
time that announcement was made the prosecuting- 
attorney was at his home surrounded by his family. 


The magistrate before w\om the offender was ar- 


raigned, however, thought that a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct 
ould be sufficient, because libel 


consists of something visible—written, printed or pic- 
tured; defamatory matter which can be seen. This 
is criminal, whereas slander, the spoken word, that 
which is heard only, is nerely a misdemeanor. 


The reason 
for the distinction is readily grasped, 


for before the day of the 
*'o the spoken word was 


necessarily limited in its circulation, whereas that 
which was written or printed might reach the entire 
world. But things have changed and n^ 
the spoken 


word, if uttered in front of a microphone may have 
a wide circulation. 


Modern Inventions and advances bring with them 


attendant problems. There was no traffic difficulty 
before the advent of the automobile, but today It is 
among the most pressing1 ones confronting city au- 
thorities all over the country. So the radio has also 
brought its problems. There is no limit to the trouble 
which might be caused 
by an unscrupulous 
or 


thoughtless person speaking into a microphone and 
the public will watch with interest the case in Okla- 
lioma In which a minister and a. radio company are 
being sued for $75,000 damages. 
The minister a 


short time agro broadcast a sermon in which he 
stated that a certain official had received a bribe 
for not enforcing the Volstead act. It Is the accused 
official who is suing for damages. 


Of course but few sla,- derous or libelous state- 


ments have thus far been "put on the air," but for 
that matter, few are printed in newspapers. 
The 


public, however, knows that it is protected. 
How 


would It be with malicious untruths uttered over the 
radio?

for growing boys and girls to be slightly overweight for the average, 
you can allow yourself to stay around 120. 
Don't forget that you must have three" glasses of milk, two eggs, a 
good-sized piece of flesh, fish or fowl, or some nuts, or cottage cheese, 
for your protein or tissue-building food, every day. And a full cupful 
of fresh fruit and a full cupfu! of raw vegetables also. "Vou should have 
for your energy foods some coarse whole grain bread and cereals. Cut 
out your sweets and desserts entirely. You notice you pained immediately 
vou went back to those? Tou will probably always have to watcli your 
weight, so you had better learn that there are some things you can't in- 
dulge In freely.
